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was no one inſtant in which they were: fnners, 


without perfec# Holineſs; whence *twill follow, 
that there is no Original ſz, no being by nature 
the Children of wrath, no need of pardon ; for 
a pardos preſuppoſeth Guilt, as Guilt inferreth 
Sin; where no Sn, their no Guilt, no Pardon, 
yea, and hereby Repentance, and Faith in the 
blood of Chriſt for pardon, is made of none 
effect. But if it be ſaid that although the Righte- 
ouſneſs and Holineſs of Chriſt is imputed unto the 
Ele&, afloon as they receive their Being ; yer - 
the Ele may remain under the power of /i, 
hlthy, unclean and polluted, full of finful ſpots 
and blemiſhes. If fo, it muſt be acknowledged. 
That one and the ſame perſon, may he at one and 
the ſame time, a Child of God and a Child of the 
Dewil. 1. As Chriſts Righteouſneſs, and Holineſs 
is 7puted unto him, ſo He is the Child of God, 
in a ſtate of grace, aftually in Gods account 
juitified, having a right unto the Ringdom, the 
Object of Gods ſpecial love and favour; but yer, 
2. As he is under the power of ſm, and Unclean, 
ſo he is the Child of the Devil, and in a ftate of 
wrath, actually unjuſtified in Gods account, -1t- 
able to eternal burnings, the Obje&t of Gods 
hatred, being a worker of iniquity. But how 
impoſſible is this? Oh how dangerous to aſſert! 
what ! can a man be at one and the ſame time 
the Child of God, and alſo of the Devil? He 
may aswell, be in Heaven and Hell at the ſame

that run at the right hand of God for ever, even 
when tormented in that lake that burneth with 
Fire and brimſtone.

ſo, be an actual partaker of the ſpecial bleſſings 
of Gad ; or as if the Saxctification of the Spirit, 
had been no way neceſſary to our Salvation;

4. Some there are, who magnifie the Free= 
Grace of God, by concealing that glorious diſcovery 
God hath made thereof in our Lor# Feſis; theſe 
are they, who contend for the actual juſtification 
of all the Elect from Eternity, as if Jeſus Chriſt 
died to procure that for the Elect, which they 
had before the Worlds were made; or as if the 
decree of God, his electing Will, an Immanent act, 


had been tranfient in the actual creating, juſti- 


fying and faving all the Eleft from eternity,

Thus men on pretence of lifting up the Free- 
Grace of God, do not only trouble the Churches 
wath their confuſion and variety ' of contradicti- 
ons, but moreover do lightly eſteem the greateſt 
Inſtance of Free-Grace, the Elect are capable of 
receiving, viz. the Love of God in Chriſt.

But how do thefe men [77 againſt the Spi- 
ri of God, by reproaching its works, as if the 
graces of the Spirit, had been of no eſteem ; as if 
our Faith and Repentance, our Love to God and 
humble walking according to the Goſpel of our 
bleſled Redeemer, had been our [#n! T's true, the 
Prophet doth conſider the Righteouſneſs of the 

Fews, as a filthy rag, and the Apoſtle concluded,

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that his righteouſneſs, which was not done in 
Faith, to beas dung, in compariſon of the righte- 
ouſneſs of Chriſt: And ſurely becauſe of the many 
imperfections that attend our beſt au 
have cauſe to be humbled daily before the Lord 
and to apply our ſelves to the blood, and righ- 
teouſneſs of Chriſt , for pardoning mercy. But 
yer it muſt be ſhtill aſſerted , that rhere 7s a 
difference between thoſe graces, that are the work.

C. 2. Whoever believes the Sacred Scrip- 
tures, cannot entertain the thoughts of Gods be- 
ing the Author of fin. © Shall nor the Fudge of 
* all the World do right? will a God of Infmite 
© Tuſtice, Purity and Holineſs, puniſh the /inzer 
* for that which himſelf was the cauſe of? Far be 
"ſuch unworthy thoughts from our apprehenſions 
* of a Deity, much more of that God whom we 
* believe to have declared his mind fo much to the 
* contary, that we cannot believe that, and the

infifting on difterent Hypotheſes for the ſolving 
theſe Phenomena ; In doing which, fome in or- 
der to a more ſecure eſtabliſhing the 2d, and 3d, 
propoſitions, expreſs themſelves fo anwarily, as to 
tempt many to fear, they are not right 1n the 
firſt ; again, ſuch as make it their principal 
deſign to confirm, and illuſtrate the jr about 
Divine Providence, &c. have been cenfur'd, as 
x their Dogmata , had been attended with 
moſt black and diſmal conſequences; whence in- 
ſtead of a cordial agreement abour theſe three 
confeſſed Truths, there are varzty of diſputes, 
contentions, animoſities, and quarrels concerning 
the How can theſe things be.

actions ; neither, according unto thetn, is Hu- 
mane Liberty and Phyſical predetermmation Irre- 
concilable. 

Before I begin to attempt the clearing this, I 
muſt crave leave, to do my felt the right of af 
ſuring the 'Reader, that although T do engage 
my ſelf fo far in favour of theſe Dominicans, *tis 
not to diſcover any Zeal for that fation, who 
in the Roman Church, are as bloody, as any; nor 
for the Hypotheſis,which is as Metaphyſically and 


obſcurely, as boldly worded by ſome of them, but 


'tis to ſhew, that /uch is the Grandure of Free- 
Grace, that notwithſtanding the ſeeming ſeveri- 
ty of this Doctrine, none ſhall be able to fay, 
that they following the Dominicans, verily belie- 
ved that they were ſo Phyſically predetermined to 
the /mfulneſs of thoſe aCtions, they committed, 
that the zrue reaſon of their damnation, is their 
doing what they were by an Ommnipotent, Over- 
frong, and Invincible Force violently compelled 
todo; for according to the Dominican notion, 
what ſimmer ſoever dieth in his ſi, is a ſelf con- 
demned ſinner; which being fo, in the ſenſe of 
theſe Stozcal Schoolmen, there can be no ſcruple, 
but that in the ſenſe of »2oſ# others, ſuch as pe- 
riſh in their iniquity will be found to be Aumyz- 
mixefjo, condemn'd of themſelves. For what more

and ſober, juſt light enough to ſee their Ignorance, 
and the truth of this, v1z. that there was a Pro- 
vidence, a Fate ; which in Laertinus his Zeno 1s 
Ratio per quam mundus adminiſtratur ; and that 
notwithſtanding this Fate or Providence, man 
was not ſo diveſted of his rational /iberty, as to 
be by force compel'd to a violation of the Laws. 
From all which, I thus argue. That either we 


muſt be modeſt in our inquiry after theſe things; 


or give our weak underſtandings the liberty of raves 


ling into the whole of this Labyrinth; It the ' 


Seccnd, then there remainerh nothing but ob/ca- 
rity, confuſion and torment, if not, through raſh- 
neſs, much error, and our time ſpent in contra- 
dicting, reviling, and ſeverely cenſuring each

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be modeſt, then ſurely , enough may be ſaid | 
even in favour of the Dominicans, to ſhew, that 
Phyſical Predetermination, as Preſcience, doth 
but infer, a Logzcal neceſſity, which neceſlity is 
conliſtent —_ in the judgment of all, with 
Humane Libercy. The product of all which 
will be this, viz. That ſuch are the iranſa&ions 
of God with men, fo infinitely wiſe, fo Fuſt, fo 
Equal, fo Holy, and yer 1ſo' merciful and Graci- 
ous, that none, no not thoſe who are to be 
condemned unto Eternal Miſery, will have one 
word to offer againſt God. fr 

Oh! How Infinite is the Freeneſs of his Grace ! 
Thus, I have further ſhewn, - the Grace of 
God to be ſo infinitely glorious , that there 1s 
nothing in thoſe profound points about Predes 
termination , &c.-—when modeſtly aflerted, that 
can 1n the leaſt blerniſh it ; I ſay, when modeſtly 
allerted , becauſe fuch as are too confident, and 
peremptory 1n their determinations about this point, 
which is as dark and as myſterious as any . in 
the hole body of Divinity, may ſuddenly break 
the bounds, and come too near the Mount to 
their own hurrt.

enough to extricate their Conſciences from the 
bonds into which by Conformity; they have 
brought themſelves : Whence many ſober Con- 
formmg Divines , whoſe Principles are really 
Proteſtant, [ or which 1s the ſame, truly Scripra- 
ral ] cannor but be fill'd with a kind of horror 
and aſtoniſhment, to obſerve, how far ſome of 
the zealous Sons of the Church have receded 
from this DoCtririe. The truth of this is to be 
found in that Jearned, and once dignified Con- 
forming Divine Doctor Tully, in his Book de 
Tuſtif. Paulin. c. 2. p. 23. where he faith-----
